Barberian when arraigned in district 
court yesterday morning before Judge 
Mahoney on a complaint charging him 
with manslaughter entered a plea of not 
guilty. At the request of Sergt. Mi- 
chael J. Barry, prosecuting, the case 
was continued until May 9th and bail 
was fixed at $10,000. Bail was fur- 
nished by his uncle. 

According to the story told to the 
police, Clark was driving to Lawrence 
close to the dirt road which skirts the 
east side of South Broadway and on the 
pavements in the east tracks. Barber- 
ian, who had the width of South Broad- 
way between him and the curbing, was 
travelling in the opposite direction in 
the same track. Assuming that Bar- 
berian would swing to the right with 
some forty odd feet between him and the 
curb, Clark kept on until he noticed 
that the driver of the Barberian ma- 
chine was not turning out. Then Clark 
threw his machine to the right from 
the pavement into the dirt roadway but 
the Barberian car was upon him and 
struck the Clark auto in the rear seat 
where Burke was seated. 


The Cain and Burns-girls were riding 
on the right-hand side of the machine 
and escaped flying glass. The Barber- 
ian auto, a sedan, showered occupants 
of both machines with glass and con- 
tinued some thirty feet into the dirt 
roadway after striking Clark’s car.

Join the army of cru- 
saders in order to make yourself 
stronger and happier, and to make 
your country more healthful.” 
Then they address the parents in the 

following language: 

“Hlave your child do the chores 
for a few weeks. He will probably 
form good habits for life. Pin 
this record folder up in your home 
and prompt your child morning, 
noon and evening. At his. bed- 
time check off for him each chore 
done each day.” 

And they then go ahead and lay 
out the line of chores which count, and 
these include washing face and hands 
regularly, brushing the teeth Lhoroughly, 
keeping windows open while sleeping, 
drinking water regularly, eating food 
slowly, taking bath regularly.

The following cable has been trans- 
mitted to Mrs. Warren G. Harding, 
White House, Washington, D. C., as an 
appeal from the leading women of Ire- 
lund to help the starving and distressed 
innocent sufferers of the great calamity 
that has overtaken that unhappy coun- 
try. The signatures to the cable are: 
Mrs. Green, author of many books on 
Irish History, and widow of John Rich- 
ard Green, author of the famous “His- 
tory of the English People,’ Mrs. 
Russell, widow of George W. Russell 
and herself an author, Miss Mitchell, 
author, and Lady Gregory, famous 
playwright. They speak from the stand- 
point of the highest womanhood of 
Ireland, without a political bias. The 
cable reads as follows: 

“We whose hearts are made heavy by 
the present suffering of thousands upon 
thousands of women in Ireland appeal 
through you to the thirty million wom- 
en of America for sympathy with the 
women of Ireland. In a National crisis, 
heavy trouble falls on the women and 
children, the aged and infirm. By 
day and night their homes and every 
beloved possession are burned, thou- 
sands of their farms and shops utterly 
destroyed. Fheyive only by the gen- 
erosity of neighbors who are almost as 
desolate as themselves. Their babies in 
hundreds die before birth or in infancy. 

“The women of Ireland plead in this 
message to their sisters in America that 
they lend emergency relief to enable the 
women and children of Ireland to sur- 
vive the present ordeal.”

Free Church to Observe 75th Anni-

Flaherty, Fr. Nugent paid a wonderful 
tribute to the man occupying the high- 
est honor which the order could confer. 

A welcome to the town of Andover 
was extended by Chairman Donald of 
the board of selectmen. 

Judge William F. Day, former state 
deputy, followed and after paying his 
respects to the Supreme Knight spoke 
of the wonderful growth of the order 
in thirty-nine years from seven mem- 
bérs to 800,000 of whom 70,000 were in 
Massachusetts. He alluded to the 
service of the K. of C. in the World 
War and that it had come out of it with 
clean hands, spending the millions given 
by the people of America for the boys. 

He also said that the order had com- 
bated socialism and Bolshevism and as 
the strong right arm of the Catholic 
church it aimed to make every man a 
better citizen. He said that the Catho- 
lic church was a blessing to America 
and the Knights of Columbus a great 
asset, and there was not one traitor in 
the ranks of the 800,000. He assured 
the selectmen of Andover that in times 
of stress no more loyal citizens would be 
found anywhere than in the ranks of the 
Knights of Columbus. 

Rev. James T. O'Reilly of St. Mary’s 
church, Lawrence, was given a warm 
welcome and spoke briefly, referring to 
his life-long acquaintance with the Su- 
preme Knight and how fortunate Dr. 
Nugent and the Andover council were 
in having Supreme Knight Flaherty in 
Andover to see what a fine town it is 
and what a splendid council Andover 
has. 

Supreme Knight Flaherty spoke at 
great length, reviewing some of the big 
things the order had done since its in- 
ception. 

Among the big things he spoke of 
that the order had done was the found- 
ing of the chair of history at the Catho- 
lic University at Washington, D. C., 
which was done by the K. of C. at the 
request of the hierarchy of America. 
A second request from the hierarchy was 
for $500,000 for the Catholic Uni- 
versity. This amount was raised and, 
in gold edge securities, was presented to 
the late Cardinal Gibbons whom Su- 
preme Knight Flaherty referred to as 
one of the foremost citizens in the 
United States. 

He also referred to the publication of 
many works, chief of which was the 
Catholic Encyclopedia, and to the cam- 
paign conducted against socialism. 

He dwelt at length on the service the 
K. of C. rendered to the government 
during the World War in caring for the 
boys in cantonments and overseas, it 
being the only organization that gave 
everything to the boys free. 

Supreme Knight Slattery gave a very 
exhaustive and graphic account of the 
pilgrimage to France to present the 
baton to Field Marshal Foch and to 
dedicate the monument at Metz. He 
also told of the visit of thée*250 knights to 
Rome and their reception by His Holi- 
ness, the Pope. 

At the conclusion of his address he 
held a public reception and everyone 
present shook hands with the Supreme 
Knight of the Knights of Columbus. 

During the evening there was com- 
munity singing led by Jéhn F. O’Con- 
nell with Miss Annie G. Donovan, ac- 
companist, and “The Star Spangled 
Banner” was sung as the closing num- 
ber.

Heroic Work of Andover Chemist | to close the hole. They were overcome 


Helps Save City from Wave of 
Phosgene Gas 


Harold Saunders, recently of Andover, 
now chief chemist of the Cascol Com- 
pany of Boundbrook, N. J., acted as one 
of the rescuers during the invasion of 
phosgene gas which swept over that 
city early Friday morning. He has sent 
a letter tohis aunt, Mrs. Annie Saunders 
Lindsay of Bancroft road, written from 
Somerville, a small town near Bound- 
brook, assuring her of his safety. 

The following graphic account of the 
accident and the part which Mr. 
Saunders played is taken from the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger of April 
23rd: 

Harold Saunders, chief chemist in the 
Hemingway plant of the Sherwin- 
Williams paint factory at Bound Brook, 
and Michael Pascall, his assistant, were 
returning in Saunders’ automobile to 
that town about 3.00 o’clock this morn- 
ing. They had no sooner éntered the 
borough than Mr. Saunders, stopping 
the car, sniffed the air several times and 
said: 

“Do you get that odor, Mike?” 

“I do,” replied Mr. Pascall. *‘Some- 
thing’s wrong at the phosgene tank.” 

They arrived at the Hemingway plant, 
less than a quarter of a mile outside the 
town, and found Chief of Police Nash 
and all his men, the entire volunteer fire 
department and a score of - overseas 
veterans who knew phosgene gas of old, 
preparing to rush through the streets of 
Bound Brook, ringing doorbells and 
otherwise arousing the sleeping populace. 
They found the scattered groups of 
dwellings wherein the workers in the 
nearby plant and factories live were 
blazing with lights and that the men, 
women and children who lived there had 
deserted them for the high ground 
Nearer town. 

In the offices of the Calco Chemical 
Works, several night workers had been 
taken, overcome and left stupefied and 
gasping in their effort to dash through 
the gas wave drifting over the neigh- 
borhood toward town. 

Mr. Saunders found that soon after 
midnight a force of men had taken a 
small container to the supply tank 
wherein is stored the phosgene gas 
manufactured at the Hemingway plant. 
The supply tank is a huge affair that 
contained, at the time the men sought to 
fill the portable container, about 1600 
pounds of the gas. The Hemingway 
Company used to manufacture the gas 
for the use of the Anierican expedition- 
ary force. It is still used in paint manu- 
facture. 

The men had filled the small con- 
tainer. In shutting off the outlet valve 
of the tank, trouble started. Just 
what it was remains a°mystery, but the 
valve would not close. One of the men 
wore amask. With the assistance of the 
unmasked men he made a frantic effort

before they could discover why the valve 
would not close. 

Three of the men ran blindly toward 
a water-filled sluiceway. Another man- 
aged to get as far as the Calco Works 
and tell Tom Williams, the night super- 
intendent, what had happened. 

Saunders and Pascall asked Chief 
Nash to let them try to stop the leak 
before sending out the call to abandon 
the town. Williams had sent two 
squads of men into the fumes. They had 
worn the simple gas masks used by 
soldiers going through German gas in 
France. But ae was the wave pour- 
ing from the tank that the ordinary 
masks were of little use, and the men 
came stumbling back, choking. 

Only a suggestion of a breeze was 
blowing. The wave moved slowly. 
Persons in its path had ample time to 
evade it. But slowly it was rolling 
toward the town proper and spreading 
fan-wise over an enlarging area. There 
are 5000 persons living in Bound Brook. 
The faint breeze was blowing toward the 
town. Nash, who lives a mile from the 
tank, had been aroused by the fumes. 
He had found Mrs. Nash strangling and 
groping her way toward the bathroom. 
And then Williams telephoned him. 

“We can’t stop the leak!” cried Wil- 
liams over the wire. ‘We can’t find 
Saunders! Get people out! The wave 
is slow, but so dense that it will stop 
anyone it envelops!” 

Nash threw a cordon of police around 
the gradually enlarging area filled by 
the gas. Slowly the police retreated be- 
fore the wave. 

A call was sent out for doctors. Dr. 
J. T. Leahy urged that Chief Nash 
arouse the town at once, because he es- 
timated there were sufficient fumes in 
and outside the tank to kill the entire 
population of Bound Brook. 

Saunders and Pascall did not wait 
to find the heavy masks that are as near 
proof against highly concentrated phos- 
gene as a mask may be. They slipped 
on the ordinary canister masks. Their 
method was to dash to the open valve, 
struggle with it for a moment and then, 
when dizzy and unable longer to see, 
stagger out for sufficient air to revive 
themselves. They did that a dozen 
times. 

The doctors, mobilizing at the Calco 
offices, watched Saunders and Pascall 
fail time after time.

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The Philadelphia Public Ledger pub- 
lished the following comment on the 
phosgene gas incident in Bound Brook, 
New Jersey, under the caption, ‘‘Heroes 
of the Day’s Work:” 


Heroes who live next door are some- 
times too close to see. 

In Bound Brook, New Jersey, are 
men as brave as those who faced the 
whole awful category of German poison 
gases in the war in Fran¢e. 

Harold Saunders and Michael Pas- 
call are the chemists of a paint plant 
where the poisonous phosgene gas 
broke loose from a leaking valve. 

Employees of the plant fled from their 
homes to the higher ground. To ven- 
ture back into the heavy-hanging lethal 
wave of the poison gas was virtually to 
commit suicide. 

But that is what these two men did, 
to save the lives of their townsfolk by 
stopping the leak. It was on a small 
scale the horror of Pompeii or Mont 
Pelee. They had flimsy gas-masks, 
meant only to ward off much lighter 
fumes. 

Again and again they dashed into the 
sea of gas surrounding the tank, to 
grapple with the leaky valve and turn it 
off. At last they succeeded. Violently 
ill, they reported at the company offices. 
Under medical treatment they will re- 
cover. 

The act of these two men, as a mere 
part of the day’s work, is an inspiration 
to all who learn of it.

Arbor and Bird Day in. Massachu- 
setts is fixed by law, and by annual 
proclamation the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth has designated tomorrow, 
April 30th. Formerly the planting of 
trees and shrubs has been urged for 
their aesthetic and educational value, 
but this: year the Massachusetts For- 
estry association is advancing the idea 
that it pays from a money standpoint, 
believing that for every dollar spent in 
this way, if the plants are artistically 
arranged, the value of the property. will 
‘be increased by about ten dollars. This 
is an increase of about 1000 per cent — 
a good investment. 

The story is told of a man who 
wanted to buy a house and lot in a cer- 
tain town. He found two houses exactly 
alike, built at the same time, on ad- 
joining lots of the same size, both of 
which met his requirements. The owner 
of one had never planted any trees or 
shrubs while the owner of the other had 
spent a small sum in planting trees, 
shrubs and vines about his house a few 
years before. The man could have 
bought the first house for $10,000, but 
he paid over $11,000 for the one with th 
planting, because it was so much more 
homelike and attractive. 

This story illustrates the value of 
properly planted trees and shrubs to 
real estate. 


Would you like to know a way to tell 
how much money a shade tree is worth? 
Put a tape around it about four feet 
from the ground and count the number 
of inches. This is the circumference of a 
circle. Find the area of that circle in 
square inches and you have the number 
of dollars the tree is worth. Some very 
beautiful and healthy trees in gcod lo- 
cations will be worth more, while a 
sickly ill-shaped tree will be worth less, 
but this method will give you a good 
average value of a shade tree. Try it 
out on some tree near your home.
